According to the best authorities, it 


was In Armenia thai the "garden of 
Eden," spoken of in the book of Gene- 
sis, wag planted. Most of the evi- 
dence In support ot this theory is topo- 
graphical. The Bible says that the 
garden Was watered by a river run- 
ning through it which afterward di- 
vided into four beads, Tbe names of 
these .are ghen as Plson, Gilioc, Hld- 
dekel and Euphrates. There to little 
difficulty about the latter, anft Hidde- 
kel ia commonly identified, with tbe 
Tigris, both of which rivers rise In the 
mountains of Armenia. The others are 
located by assuming them to be Araa 
and the Kur, streams which also rise 
in the Armenian hills.

Though Armenia does not go quite 
back to tbe time of Adam, the coun- 
try's history is traced to its nrst ruler, 
Eaig, the great-grandson of Japhetb.
